Capt. John A. Burtker While Aboard 
Coaatlng Schooner off Charleaton 
WitneoMd Battlo. 

On an April dajr ia IMl. whtlo th* 
guna of lIoQltrlt aad OmU* Placknoy 
war* tttunaarlaa •guliiat tb* waUa of 
Fbrt Santar, than lar at anehor out- 

B*dR tho harbor at Charlaaton, S. C. 
coasting schooner. From Its low-lying 
deck Iti) ofBcors and crew of huK 
dozen sailors watched the arUller^ 
duel that prorod to be tlia opaBlBf 
scene tn the CItU War. 

The acbooner was the PennarlTania, 
chartered by Boaton ablppera, and 
fralchtad with lea («r Cbarleston. One 
of tha craw that waa thoa prirllecad 
to ba ayawltaaaaaa o( tba flrat ovart 
act ot robaUkm agalaat tha United 
,8tataa coranuaaat, waa John Allen 
Bunker, than acad It, oC Sdanrtown 
Maaa. 

"I was 23 years of ft;p at tho time 
sorvltig before the mast In thn coast- 
ing trade. Our craft, which was 
Bcbooner-riggcd, was owned in Rock 
land. Me. Early in April, 1861, we 
aalled out of Bostoi^ carrying 250 tona 
of let conalgnad to parUea in Charlea 
ton. 8. C. Of co«na wa had haard for 
aararal moatha mattarlnga of Impend 
Ins trouble,' and we knew that MaJ 
Andoraon bad tranaferred bla com 
mand from tho nhoro furtiflcaUona to 
Fort SuinttT and wan hoIdloK for 
I'nclf Siuii. but I think not a soul on 
tward the Pennsylvania, our Hchoonor 
realized the aertouHneas of the Bitua 
tion. I know l felt no beHltatlon about 
making the trip. 

"After roundlnt Capa Ckkl wa ran 
down tba coaat wlthoat apadal do- 
lajr, ao far aa I eaa raoMiabar, and 
in about Ova daya, I aboald aay, we 
were oft Charleaton, and beaded for 
the channel leading to tbe city. 

"Fort Sumter wa-s beln>; bombard 
ed. We were four miles away but we 
could see the flash of ib»> rhiis In 
Moultrie and other ahore fortlflcaUons. 
Over all bnv • graat voliuna of 
sDioko. 

"What did wo do? Why there was 
but one thing for tha captain to do — 
drop tba anchor, aad await the out- 
coma. It would havo bean aulddal to 
bare attempted to run tba gaunUet 
off that heary eroaaflra. Tea. we were 
held up all right, and ao through the 
afternoon wa awung at aadior and

In consider- 
able leas than forty-eight houra our 
cargo was hoisted out and wa had aald 
goodby' to Charlaatoa. 

"Tha Mil ttasa I Mdlad lo that port 
waa abdat ona 7«*r tetar, I aboald aay, 
and than wa aarrlad atesa Inataad ot 
ice. You aea. It waa thla way: The 
government did not havd wioiigh 
armed vessels to maintain an effec- 
tive blockade of tho long-atretchlng 
AUanUc sealtoard, and it waa decided 
to obatruct tho shanaela leading to 
oarUIn ports, of which Charleaton waa 
one, with sunken veasels. The gOTem- 
ment purcbaaad alxteen ships that had 
baaip formerly employed In tba what 
ing hoataaat, picking tbam np ia Naw 
LoadoB. Bag Harbor. M a af a k a t aat 
Naw Bedford. 

"These sunken bulla formed only a 
temporB'y obatnictlon, of oourae. for 
the constant ahlfUng of the sand on 
the bar, and the action of the waroa 
would eventually cause them to break 
up and waah away, but 1 reckon they 
s«rv«d tha poipaaa lataadad at tbe 
tlma."
